Condition to the east and north have not been so serious and The 
Tunes was able to get fair news service from Cleveland. 


LOSS OF LIFE 1000 


According to a dispatch from Dayton Thursday, afternoon, 


the loss of life in that city will bs about 1000 and that the fire that 
destroyed several blocks was under cortrol. Eight large business 
buildings were destroyed in addition to many smaller buildings. 
The fire was caused by broken gas mains in a section of the city 
that was isolated so that the department was helpless. 
Among 


the buildings burned were the Fourth National bank, the Evans 
wholesale drug house and several large commission houses. 


The police, aided by a squad of University of Cincinnati 


students, are patrcling the stricken district and several thieves, 
caught in the act of looting, were shot. The entire city is under 
martial law. 


CONDITION IN COLUMBUS 


A dispatch from 
Columbus stated that-the loss of life was 


not as great as first reported but that 30,000 are homeless. The 
Broad street levee broke and the entire west and south sides of the 
city are under water, which however, is receding- Many persons 
were rescued in boats sent to the city from Buckeye lake.

home, gave birth to a child while being conveyed to a'plaoe of 
safety. She was rushed to a hospital 


Governor Cox has received a message from President Wflson 


in which he sends word that i;000,000'rations and: 30,000 tests are - 
on the way to be used by flood sufferers. 


IN OTHER CITIES 


At Delaware, 0 , 100 persons are reported drcwmed and many 


more are still missing. Five hundred families are homeless. 


At Massillon, four men were drowned and 3,090 are homeless. 
At Springfield no deaths are reported but scores are homeless. 
At Hamilton, 1000 are reported drowned. 
At Akron, three persons were drowned, 500 are homeless and 


the property less is estimated at 55,000,000. / 


Both New Philadelphia- and Canal Dover were still shut off 


from the outside world Thursday. Canal Dover has not city water 
or light service but New Philadelphia is drawing water from the 
city reservoir.

At Newccmerstewn no lives were lost and while many refu- 


gees are being cared for, there is plenty of food and water. 


A dispatch frcm-Indianapolis stated that "practically all of 


Indiana is submerged." In Indianapolis, 7 persons were drowned, 
10,000 are homeless and the property less will total several mil- 
liens.

According to- the report from Warsaw his boat was caught in a 
whirlpool and capsized. Rodehaver was not a strong swimmer but 
BC person could survive in the terrific current and after a brief 
struggle he was carried under the water.
